There is, it is said, a market for 200,000 
head of Canadian cattle in Great Britain per 
year, and at that the Dominion would be 
supplying only one-eighth of the total re 
quirements of the people of the old lands 
Hisewhere there is no market for our surplus 


beef animals; they have to be sold in Brit 
ain. But the opportunity to supply this 
one and only demand abroad is not being 


utilized. For that the farmers and stockmen 
are not to blame.

The movement should have grown with the 
years, but it declined.
